> PRESIDENT’S CONDITION. 

4 Throughout the civilized world today 
the deepest interest is felt in an American. 
In every capital every the news- 
papers are anxiously scanned for the latest 
news regarding President Wilson. To the 
great regret of millions abroad as well as 
to the 110,000,000 in the United States the 
Condition of the President remains serious 
and the indications are that he must re- 
frain from active work for a considerable 
time. 


When the President first became ill and 
his League of Nations “swing around the 
circle” suddenly had to be brought to an 
end it was the general hope that a few 
days’ rest would see him on his feet again 
and that he would be able to attend to 
business as usual. Over three weeks have 
elapsed since he so hurriedly returned to 
Washington; and instead of his mending 
rapidiy his condition continues so grave 
that the possible necessity of having to call 
upon Vice-President Marshall to assume the 
Executive's office is reluctantly discussed 
at the capital, 

It is no er that statesmen and rulers 
everywhere have sent the most sympathetic 
messages to the White House and aro filled 
with anxiety over the condftion of the Pres- 
ident. For five years he has occupied a 
position unique in the history of the world 
and (during the greater part of that time 
he bore a burden heavier than any other 
President of the United States ever dad 
forced upon him. Washington and Lincoln 
had mighty problems to grapple: but those 
which pressed upon President Wilson der 
ing the great War and throuchout the Peace 
Conference were vastly more difficult. ‘te 
was called tpon to assume the cares of the 
world as well as of America, and the won- 


The bulletin issued from the White 
Horse have not disclosed the @xact nature 
of the President's illness and this fact has 
led to the circulation of sensational rumors 
which have ularmed the country. From 
out of the mass of statements from Wash- 
ington it seems possible, however, to reach 
the conclusion that the reports regarding 
the President's brain trouble have been 
much exaggerated. On the other hand, It ts 
impossible to hope now for any quick re- 
covery of the distinguished patient. His 
physicians have let it be known that he 
needs care, rest and freedom from strain 
and those are things which an active Prost 
dent can hardly expect to enjoy in these 
critical days. 

In View. therefore, of the President's ccn- 
dition and of the probable length of time 
which must elapse before he is fully fit to 


‘resume his important duties, it is not sur- 


prising that the members of his Cabinet 
and of Congress are pondering the problem 
of the best course to be pursued while ‘he 
President is unable to perform the func- 
tions that dévolve upon his office. That 
they have been driven even to consider 
this subject emphesizes the serious nature 
of the President's fliness. 

Disease has come upon the President 
through his splendid devotion to the catee 


of mankind. It has struck him dewn when. 


his noblest work has been done. He may, 
therefore, feel no qualms if now for a time 
he is compelled to take his guiding hand 
trum the helm. There are grave matters 
still to be dealt with, but the President's 
views are well known at Washington and 
there is no reason to believe that, t he 


must temporarily retire from the active 


direction, the course he has marked out 
will be departed from. His advisers know 
how he stands with regard to Russia, Fiume. 
the mandate for Armenia dnd dovhtless 
they afe well aware of his views concern- 
ing the prohibition bill Which, unless it be 
become 

While the country can expect a continuity 
of the President's policy, should it be nec 
essary for him to hold aloof from public 
affairs for a time, everybody will ea:nestty 
hope that any enforced retirement wil) be 
of the smallest possible duration. The serv- 
ices which President Wilson has rendered 
the world are so distinguished that it is 
the devout wish of the millions of his ad- 
tmirers that be be quickly restored so that 
he may round out his second term in per 
fect health.

URITEKING NEEDS OF LOS ANGELES. 
The process of building a great city 
requires careful planning and prompt and 
sure action on the part of the people and 
their administrative officers. Los Angeles 
urgently needs several improvements, and 
the need has been obvious for years. To 
provide these improvements is admittedly 
sound business judgment. Delay it bad 
business, expensive and a drawback to the 
development and progress of the city. 

Los Angeles has done a great deal of 
planning. A comprehensive city plan with 
neu buildings and tunnel improvements is 
recognized as a necessary step forward, but 
in execution the city has miserably failed. 
Differences of opinion as to details, dilatory 
tactics and the fatal tendency to put off 
today’s work until tomorrow have put Los 
Angeles in the sorry position of transact- 
ing the business of a big city with a smull- 
town equipment. 

Many a business man has failed because 
he was handicapped by obsolete and inade- 
quate facilities. Many others have succced- 
ed and prospered because they went in debt 
to acquire money-saving, time-saving equip- 
ment. Los Angeles is losing money by its 
procrastinating policy. In the race toward 
metropolitan predominance it is stepping 
on its own feet. 

It is high time that something was done 
about it—something more than sporad.c sug- 
gestions to relieve tgaffic congestion or that 
it would be a fine thing to have a new City 
Hall, municipal auditorium ahd other build 
ings. These improvements must be made 
and the sooner they are provided for the 
sooner will the city be relieved of the ex- 
pense ef delay and the of poor 
facilities. 

Los Angeles has outgrown its City Hall. 
City departments are scattered in various 
buildings. Room for city offices that can- 
not be taken care of in the City Hall cost 
more in rentals than the interest an the 
Amount of money necessary to erect an 
atequate City Hall. There is no audito- 
rium here worthy of a city that aspires as 
high as Los Angeles. The President of the 
United States was here recently and spoke 
to a comperatively small number of people, 
white thousands of others who desired to 
hear him and to whom he desired to speak 
were unable to get within the building. 

Los Angeles also needs a new jail. Les, 
it must be admitted that even our fair city 
must have a jail where malefactors, great 
and small, can be confited for the good of 
the community. The awful condition of the 
old worn-out jail bum many years ago when 
Los Angeles Was a comparatively small 
town is no secret. Investigation parties 
have entered its dingy portals and, with 
fingers firmly clasped over sensitive noses, 
have looked it over. They have come forth 
to recite the harrowing details. That the 
old jail is a disgrace to the city bas been 
Said times without number. Is that all 
there is to be done? is it sufficient that 
people shall know of the condition and 
agree that at some hazily remote time the 
condition ought to be remedied? Or shall 
not this municipal giant set to work with 
Vigor, erect a new fall. a new City Hall, a 
great municipal auditorium and other build- 
ings thar make up a civic center commen- 
surate with the size and importance of the 
metropolis of the West? 

The downtown traffic situation has been 
a vexing and troublesome question for 
years. Its worst feature fs caused by thé 
hill barrier between the business di'strict 
and the growing residence communities of 
the west and northwest. The narrow, 
grimy Third-street tunnel is utterly tmade- 
quate to take care of the traffic to and from 
the district west of Bunker Hill, The sit- 
vation there is impossible. It has reached 
an impasse. Motorists and pedestrains shun 
the crowded thoroughfare, often making de- 
tours of many blocks. 

A tunnel at Second street and the widen- 
ing and paving of First street are improve- 
ments long ago decided upon. They are 
vitally necessary and delay in making them 
is terribly expensive. Conditions are be- 
coming worse every day. They are intol- 
erable now. What they will be if the city 
continues to slumber is appalling to con- 
template. 

A systematic street arrangement through- 
out the city and various minor improve 
ments indicated by a general survey of the 
growing city’s needs should be undertaken 
at once. Other cities are outstripping Los 
Angeles in city planning and actual city 
building. Equipment in the way of city 
buildings and street improvements must be 
provided for lws Angeles. It is time to 
cease talking about them and to act deci- 
sively. Lackedatsical, dilatory tactics are 
rulnous to business enterprises and a @raw- 
back to municipal growth. Los Angolés ts 
dreamily cognizant of its needs, but myt 
awake and vigorously attack the ‘task of 
supplying them.

Taking the statement of 1919 just 
published and comparing it with 
the statement of 1917, we find that 
in the grand total of all properties:
